Confronted 
off-duty New York corrections 
officer, Katherine Boudin surrendered, 
reportedly saying, shoot, didn’t 
kill 

fitting that Boudin’s arrest ele- 
vated the Nanuet murders the level 
spectacle. She had re-entered society the 
same way she left it, welter blood 
and meaningless death. Her last known 
whereabouts had been West 11th 
Street, New York, the address she was 
seen fleeing March 1970, after 
massive explosion, the result mal- 
functioning bomb, had destroyed the 
building and ended the lives three 
fellow members the Weather Under- 
ground, Diana Oughton, Ted Gold and 
Terry Robbins. Now, years later, 
Boudin was back. Whatever she was, 
Katherine Boudin had evident facility 
for violent action. 

For the arrested suspects (and for 
number other fugitives wholly uncon- 
nected with the robbery), all began 
unravel shortly thereafter. investi- 
gation double cop-killing going 
extensive under any circumstances, 
and now that police knew they had actu- 
ally apprehended Weather Under- 
ground fugitive, they had the full, here- 
tofore useless, facilities the FBI aid 
them. the next day was learned that 
Hackford” was reality David 
Gilbert, 37, another Weatherperson.

Vegetable harvests are packing and 
moving south. Just like most outdoor life, 
produce harvests migrate with the 
seasons, and signs the impending 
winter and the subsequent shifts 
growing region are all about us. the 
time the once-luxurious leaves turn 
nuisance, the growing has moved 
warmer lands. 

Local vegetable supplies, with the 
exception the hearty winter varieties, 
have faded out. Even produce from New 
Jersey and the mid-Atlantic states 
the wane. it’s transition time once 
again, and attention shifting the 
Florida peninsula, the East winter 
produce supplier. 

Thus far, Florida vegetables have had 
excellent growing year. During the 
first plantings, back about month ago, 
the rains created some tactical problems 
for the growers, but since then the 
weather has been ideal. Even though 
acreage some items down this year, 
making for fewer extraordinary bargains 
due excesses being dumped the 
market, quality and supplies look good, 
least for now. But Florida weather 
very fickle this time year. Conditions 
may hold well through the whole 
season then again, they could turn sour 
any time. But let’s not worry about 
crop disasters until they actually happen. 
For now, we'll look available, 
beginning with left our local 
fruit crop. 


Fruit 

The East Coast apple harvest was 
bust. Oh, there are apples available now 
this the prime the season but the 
effects last weather will soon 
become evident. warm February 
followed cold March took its toll 
large number orchards, since many 
apple blossoms prematurely 
themselves and were subsequently 
zapped late frost. The Hudson 
Valley off some percent, Michigan 
percent, New England from 
percent, and Canada well over percent, 
with some orchards completely lost. 
been unusual spot Canadian 
processors combing New England 
orchards looking for supplies. All 
which adds scarcity. 

The results are easy guess. Apple 
prices started high, high now, and 
they’re heading higher. Many cider 
presses are indicating they will probably 
shut down Christmas, not before. 
This bad news for those who need 
hot cider help get through the long 
winter nights. And the short-term 
prospects for apples are bad, the long- 
term ones are even worse. There will 
substantially less warehousing apples 
this year quarter less. With 
prices and supplies down, growers 
will more likely get rid their 
whole crop once rather than going 
through the extra expense 
warehousing. 

What this means that have 
rely substantially the West for our 
winter and spring supply apples. And 
that means the beautiful but bland Red 
Delicious apple. Both Red and Golden 
Delicious are the favorites: 
they don’t bruise easily, they ship well; 
they have good shelf-life, which makes 
retailers happy; and they are pretty, 
which supposedly satisfies the many 
consumers who buy with their eyes. 
Unfortunately, the flavor has been_bred 
out. Maybe later the year see 
some Winesaps, which are hard, tart 
apples that usually don’t get this far east. 
may pick the California 
Granny Smith. But basically 
stuck with the sweet Delicious. 

Room temperature encourages apple 
ripening; refrigeration helps 
crispness. Even though local supplies will 
short, it’s best not hoard apples. 
Ripe apples give off ethylene gas, which 
encourages ripening both apples and 
most other fruits. And decay one 


apple quickly spreads the others. 


for the inside, probably noticed 
how quickly apples turn brown when cut 
and exposed air. retard this 


& 


oxidation, add lemon lime, simply 
mix the apple slices with pieces citrus 
prevent discoloring. 

Bosc pears are rapidly becoming 
America’s favorite pear. Each year 
demand for them has increased, and their 
price has risen accordingly. The native 
brown Bosc season ending; try roadside 
stands. Replacing them are the West 
Coast Boscs, which run larger, and higher 
price. They will around into the 
winter, but the high price also indicates 
short season. West Coast Bartletts, the 
earliest arrivers, are phasing out, which 
fine. The mainstay the winter pear 
season the D’Anjou, and has just 
started up. Not flavorful the others, 
the D’Anjou does hold its form for long 
time. 

Pears are ready eat you can feel the 
fruit give little when pressed near the 
stem. can tasty even when still 
hard and crunchy, but don’t try this with 
D’Anjous they are too astringent. Give 
D’Anjous few days ripen; wait until 
they turn yellowish. 

Local cranberries are moving into 
market nice and steady. The fresh crop, 
which picked hand, will around 
through the holiday season. The juice 
crop, which harvested flooding the 
bog, having some difficulties, 
especially the South Shore, because 
the lack water. demand for the tart 
berry increases each year, prices spiral 
upward. Note that Ocean Spray, the 
largest processor, has reduced its one- 
pound package ounces order 
keep the retail price under $1. Slick. 

The best news the arrival the 
citrus season. Although still getting 
some summer Valencia oranges from 
California, the major orange deal now 
through spring out Florida. The 
first-of-the-season juice 
orange, and the supposedly seedless 
navels already have better flavor than 
they did last year time. But though 
the sugar content running higher than 
predicted, still early the season, 


some batches may fine, some watery. 
The Florida navel orange neither 
bright color nor easy peel the 
California navel. And yes, even has 
some seeds. But the Florida navel has 
flavor equal better its California 
cousin, especially toward the end its 
season January and February. Flavor 
all citrus will improve with each week. 
Orange supplies look good, though there 
may shortage large fruit after 
Christmas. And with supplies stable, 
prices are reasonable. 

Grapefruits are finally losing the 
bitterness characteristic the 
beginning the season. Whether you 
prefer whites reds, look for fruit from 
Indian River; sweeter and 
juicier than fruit from the interior the 
state. Avoid California grapefruit; that 
state has never been able breed good 
grapefruit. Ruby reds from Texas are 
far the best-tasting grapefruits, but 
never see them here, since they 
break into the East Coast market. 

The holiday season isn’t complete 
without supply nuts, and here the 
news good. Walnuts, almonds, and 
chestnuts had big harvests California, 
and prices are down. 

The big news, however, the new 
peanut crop. The harvest in, and 
good one; the year-long dearth 
peanuts over. Prices have responded 
immediately, dropping where they 
were before last crop disaster. 
Prices for roasted peanuts the shell are 
half what they were three months ago; 
make sure your retailer has lowered 
prices accordingly (wholesalers ate 
paying only cents pound, retailers 
about cents). But you expect 
peanut-butter processors lower their 
prices all that much; been 
enjoying high times, and without public 
pressure reluctant forgo their 
good position. 


Vegetables 
Most vegetable harvests have already 
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migrated south, but there are some hearty 
varieties still coming from nearby 
farms. The big, bulky winter squashes 
are all around: good-tasting buttercup, 
long-lasting butternut, exotic Golden 
Delicious, and the seasonal favorite 
pumpkin. Local growers are still shipping 
leafy vegetables: red- and green-leaf 
lettuce, spinach, Swiss chard, kale, and 
collards. Some farm stands still have 
Brussels sprouts, but mostly our supplies 
have shifted back the big commercial 
farms California. The cold fall nights 
have arrested the growth local broccoli, 
supplies are coming either from 
California, our year-round supplier, 
New Jersey. The Garden State also 
sending romaine and Boston lettuce 
and scallions. And Long Island still 
harvesting very nice cauliflower heads. 

Since this season transition, 
there are few items that will short 
supply temporarily. Beets are winding 
down New Jersey and start 
Texas until December, buy now 
without for few weeks. recent cold 
snap the mid-Atlantic gardens finished 
off green beans before the Florida crop 
was ready, expect prices high for 
while. 

Florida well into its vegetable deal. 
Cucumbers, sweet corn, tomatoes, 
eggplant, zucchini, and radishes are being 
shipped out increasing volume. 

The cucumbers are definitely waxed, 
which keeps them from drying out and, 
course, makes them look shiny for the 
shopper. But like me, just 
soon not have greasy cuke slipping 
through your hands onto the floor. 
little warm water will melt most wax, and 
light scrubbing doesn’t hurt that much 
either. 

Bet you didn’t know that Florida the 
country’s largest producer sweet corn, 
and that the crop continues through the 
winter. Well, it’s true the season 
over just because the late-summer 
harvests have been picked out. Granted, 
local supplies taste best, but sweet corn 
from Florida all that bad. Quality 
good; however, Florida farmers have 
reduced their acreage, which will make 
winter corn more expensive than last 
year. 

heavy into the Florida tomato 
deal. The season lasts until June, starting 
south Tampa, moving south along the 
west coast, then turning east and settling 
for the winter (along with everybody 
else) Dade County below Miami. 
Quality reported excellent, 
especially compared last year’s dismal 
crop. Still, these tomatoes have 
picked green and shipped thousands 
miles, their flavor doesn’t compare 
those from our backyards. 

From California, getting poor 
stalk celery. Prices are running quite 
high and will continue until the 
end November, when the Florida 
harvest kicks in. Bell peppers, which are 
also travelling across the full length the 
country, all that tasty either; they 
don’t hold well, which figures, since 
they have the road three four 
days longer than they were coming 
from Florida. Wait couple weeks 
then the new Florida crop will 
gear. 

With the rest the produce such 
state flux, it’s nice conclude with 
staples holding steady. And onions and 
potatoes are doing just that. Look for the 
Prince Edward Island potato it’s 
excellent potato, reddish appearance, 
and stores well. Even sweet potatoes, 
which had light harvests the Carolinas 
and Louisiana, look nice. 

Yes, winter winds are fast 
approaching. But the southern growing 
lands are good shape, and they plan 
keep well stocked fresh produce 
through the coming months. Which 
should add little warmth our 
bundling-up season.

When was 15, father received Fulbright 
scholarship teach Korea. had visited Seoul 1965 
for about three weeks and had only dim memories fall- 
ing asleep against grandmother the ride back from 
the airport.

among mother’s demure and diminutive sisters. 
uncle confides that would pretty slimmed 
down. grandmother makes solemn face and says 
something that makes everyone laugh. demand 
translation from mother, who says that 
thinks look like man. hope it’s jeans and not 
figure, but teenage ego makes panic. 

Koreans like make personal observations about 
everyone, not just relatives. first bristle these 
criticisms, thinking them rude and tactless, but tact not 
characteristic most the Koreans know.

“Chinkook sarram, chinkook 
they say “Chinese person, Chinese 
now regret that parents didn’t teach Korean. And 
suddenly, doesn’t seem black and white; what have 
been rebelling against for years now want desperate- 
conform to. After convincing myself that 
American apple pie, discover that more com- 
plicated than that. There are pieces that fit 
together. have start over. 

when things start fall place. But the actual process 
gradual that one has only the vaguest sense something 
significance happening. being pay attention 
surroundings.

friends, all dressed identically, until they are swallowed 
the conformity.

cousins school much earlier than Kyoung 
Jip wakes before dawn march four miles before 
school. part mandatory military training. They 
take many more courses than Korean history, 
English, German, biology, chemistry, physics, literature, 
mathematics. They come home for lunch and sometimes 
dinner, and then Kyoung Jip goes special prepatory 
classes for the college entrance examination will take, 
not this year, but the next. Kyoung Jip’s complexion 
sallow because works hard. His friends look the 
same.

She used keep different size 
switches discipline them. father would tell 
many stories how his troublemaking had ended with 
the switch. 

Koreans are natural storytellers. father told stories 
about his youth, folk stories about ghosts tormented 
souls haunting the earth, funny stories, sad stores all 
deep, dramatic voice that could jump squeak the 
plot warranted. grandmother must have had the 
same ability because, even though could not speak the 
same language, she had made laugh her attempt 
mimic brother and spoke English quickly. 
And heard her tell stories her sons, her voice linger- 
ing deliberately one word for emphasis, her eyebrows 
knitted together humorous contemplation. 

Photographs grandmother when she was 
young girl bear uncanny resemblance me. found 
many could and was happy the discovery. 
made feel more part, though this were proof that 
existed some historic scheme things. 

derived comfort from the awareness history that 
preceded and encompassed own lifespan. The 
Americans knew lived without sense the past. The 
was the land opportunity, and opportunity looked 
the future. Korean civilization was thousands years 
old. Movable metal type had been invented Korea two 
centuries before Gutenberg. 1592, Admiral in- 
vented the first iron-clad boats order defeat the 
Japanese Hideyoshi navy.

Kim was born Cholla-Nam-Do province, area 
that has long been politically and economically under- 
privileged. The people are known for their criticism 
social injustice and political oppression. (Kim Dae Jung, 
the opposition leader, who currently serving life 
sentence, also comes from Cholla-Nam-Do.) stu- 
dent Seoul National University, Kim Chi par- 
ticipated the 1960 riots that helped overthrow 
Syngman Rhee’s regime. The following year General 
Park Chung Hee staged military coup and arrested the 
leaders the student revolution. Kim was forced 
underground. During this period, worked docks 
and coal mines, where contracted tuberculosis. 

Kim returned university and student protest 
1963; the following year was arrested for the first 
time, for drafting proclamations against the Korea-Japan 
treaty, agreement that furthered Korean economic 
dependence Japan. The Korean people have remained 
stubbornly resilient the face centuries invasion, 
occupation, and oppression, and this Korean spirit 
that Kim embodies and seeks preserve.

press. Three months later, was released after inter- 
national appeal President Park. 

Groundless Rumor, all poetry, criticism 
the government harsh, and sympathy lies with the 
people, but revolution never explicitly proposed. The 
suggestion more matter spirit than action. “The 
Story Sound,” one the ballads found 
Groundless Rumor, the central figure, Ando, peasant 
who comes Seoul and works series menial jobs 
until, exhausted from his labor, stands and curses 


his life. 


sooner were the words out his mouth than 
Clankety-clank, heavy handcuffs were snapped 
his wrists 
Ando was dragged straight off court. 
Bang, Bang,

pity that most cooks use apples 
for sweet dishes. fact, 

apples can combined with any 
number meats and vegetables make 
unusual presentations. few these 
savory dishes follow. 


Chicken breasts with 
hard cider and apples 
Serves four 

Hard cider juice that’s been pressed 
from apples and then fermented. has 
low alcohol content and slightly sweet 
taste, and comes liter bottles, usually 
imported from France England. not 
substitute the sweet, nonalcoholic apple 
cider. 

large whole boned chicken breasts; 

cup white wine; 

Juice 1/2 lemon; 

1/3 cup unsalted butter; 

shallots, finely chopped; 

liter bottle hard cider; 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
taste; 

cups heavy cream; 

Small handful fresh parsley, finely 
chopped. 
For the apples:

crawfish once the Meridien catches on. 

And catch will, with that class 
people who must say they have con- 
sumed the most expensive things availa- 
ble, with expense-account travelers and 
corporate consumers. 

What they buy for $40-$60 per per- 
son? The most expensive French 
restaurant Boston serves fairly good 
food nouvelle-cuisine style. The food 
comes lukewarm, perhaps because the 
kitchen and the dining room are dif- 
ferent floors. The obvious sign luxury 
series fashionable and expensive 
garnishes. Some dishes are very elab- 
orate.

right, she faints. curious 
moment because nobody faints movies 
any more not over kiss and think 
people will have hard time watching 
without disbelief. one extravagant ges- 
ture, Truffaut wants sweep into the 
dizzy world grand passion, where all 
swooning and fever.

Bayside pilgrims have placed their faith technology

the corner 214th Street and 
Avenue Bayside Hills, 

Queens, New York, stands Saint 
Robert Bellarmine’s Church. made 
red brick, and the houses, also red brick, 
along 214th Street and 56th Avenue have 
small, well-kept lawns, and shrubs, and 
flower beds. Saint Robert 
Church and the parish school attached 
it, Bayside Hills, and the corner appear 
typically American. But for the 
corner also sacred, holy ground, for 
this corner June 18, 1970, the Virgin 
Mary first appeared and spoke 
Veronica Leuken about heaven, hell, 
salvation, damnation, and the future 
mankind. 

Veronica Leuken had married con- 
struction worker and borne five children 
before, the age 42, she received her 
first apparition. Bobby Kennedy had just 
been shot and lay dying Los Angeles, 
and while Veronica prayed for his recov- 
ery, Saint Theresa appeared her and 
dictated poem. Veronica became seer, 
person touch with heaven, who re- 
ceived messages from the saints. 

For three years, Veronica conversed 
with Saint Theresa and carefully record- 
the poems and messages given her. 
She copied and distributed them her 
friends and became known pious 
woman. People began seek her out 
when they had spiritual problems. 
priest parish, Saint Robert 
encouraged her proceed 
with her prayers. 


January 1970, the Virgin 


appeared Veronica and told her that 
she had been chosen for special mis- 
sion. Mary told Veronica that she would 
appear her the corner 214th 
Street and 56th Avenue p.m. June 
that year. Veronica was tell the 
priests Saint Robert 
prepare the grounds for this miracle. The 
Virgin said that she would continue 
appear this, her chosen place, dozens 
times during the year and would tell 
Veronica the dates ahead time that 
those who believed her could come

The tapes were 
transcribed, printed, and sent out 
the world, for the Virgin Mary was going 
tell Veronica how mankind could save 
itself. 


The priests Saint Robert Bellar- 
mine’s Church were not pleased with Ver- 
onica’s announcement the coming 
Mary. They told her home, pray 
again for guidance, stop deluding her- 
self. basilica was out the question. 

Nevertheless, June 18, Veronica 
and few dozen people who believed 
her ability converse with heaven, 
the corner 214th Street and 
Avenue. Veronica knelt front the 
statue and began pray, and the people 
with her recited the rosary. Veronica fell 
silent and then, looking toward heaven, 
began ‘to describe the arrival the Vir- 
gin Mary.

Veronica repeated the words Mary 
into tape recorder. The entire message 
was transcribed, printed, and sent out 
mail. Mary continued appear Ver- 
onica least once month, and the num- 
bers people attending the vigil nights 
grew from dozens hundreds. Even- 
tually, thousands pilgrims came from 
far away Ohio, Michigan, Califor- 
nia, and Canada. 

The pilgrims were usually middle-aged 
older, and predominantly working 
class. For those from out state, was 
often the first time years they had been 
away from home. With friends from their 


parish they had chartered bus. They 


were religious pilgrimage, ad- 
venture, journey, and like many Ameri- 
cans traveling and important 
placé, they brought their cameras with 
them, hoping get photograph 
Veronica, the statue Mary the 
shrine, picture Saint Robert Bel- 
larmine’s Church.

“This photograph means that this will 
not human, but soulless thing.

Veronica the base the statue felt they 
had witnessed miracle, that Mary had 
created photograph help them under- 
stand her messages. The person who took 
the photograph was blessed Veronica.

Mumler was his way becom- 
ing rich and famous when, 1869,

What seems remarkable about Mum- 
photos and his acquittal that the 
people the time were willing be- 
lieve photographs which today seem 
nothing more than crude double ex- 
posures other manipulations. That 
willingness assign supernatural in- 
terpretation explainable photographic 
phenomena can perhaps better under- 
stood light several historical cir- 
cumstances the immense loss life 
during the Civil War, the explosion the 
number applications photography, 
and the prevailing general misunder- 
standing the photographic process. 

Thirty years after the invention 
photography, the photographic image 
someone who had died must have 
appeared strange, and 
what miraculous. The emotions released 
when observing the photograph 
departed relative were unique, because 
the object recall was not painting 
sketch even cherished possession 
the deceased, but likeness, accurate 
every detail. 

People Mumler’s time were both fas- 
cinated and somewhat awestruck 
photography. The new technology that 
provided the public with cheap, accurate 
portraits familiar faces also produced 
other images unfamiliar seem 
almost unbelievable: photographs the 
destruction wrought war foreign 
countries, aerial shots cities only 
bird (or balloonist, God) could see. 
Because photography documented things 
that many people had never seen before, 
must have seemed entirely plausible 
that this new image-making technique 
might also able capture spirits 
ghosts, and thereby prove what some 
people already suspected and wanted 
believe: that was possible com- 
municate with the dead. 

The Roman Catholic shrine Bayside 
nothing new, and neither unique 
Queens. There are similar apparition sites 
all over the world Fatima, Portugal; 
Garabandal, Spain; San Damiano, Italy, 
name few. Religious visions are usu- 
ally the exclusive province seer 
small group seers, who serve 
mediums communication with holy 
personages. Visitors these shrines must 
accept the fact that communication 
faith. 

But Bayside, pilgrims use cameras 
document what can only matter 
belief. Their photographs act evi-

dence divine presence. The appari- 
tions Bayside occur night. Most 
the pictures taken are hand-held time ex- 
posures the lights and around the 
shrine. The shots invariably come out 
dark fields scrawled with lines various 
colors. The photographers believe that 
the lines are messages from the Virgin 
and that their duty interpret the 
meanings the lines. them they see 


faces, numbers, letters, dates and sym- 
bols. When confronted with photo- 
graphic explanation the effects pro- 
duced pictures, believers the 
shrine respond saying that only those 
who have been blessed God can read 
the meaning the photographs, and they 
have quotations from the Virgin Mary, 
given them the seer, support their 
claim. 


The people Bayside, through ignor- 


ance misunderstanding the photo- 


graphic process, assign supernatural 
meaning common photographic ef- 
fect. Their pictures, because they -are 
photographs and possess all the author- 
ity and credibility that culture at- 
tribute photographs, become evi- 
dence. Because the camera lie and 
can photograph things the eye cannot see, 
the strange lines the photographs be- 
come messages from God, and even pic- 
tures God. 

The camera and photographs have be- 
come the principal means participat- 
ing the apparitions Bayside, replac- 
ing large extent meditation and 
prayer. After all, prayer and meditation 
are inefficient compared instant photo- 
graphy. One simple push the button, 
and thanks Polaroid, just seconds 
message from heaven hand. Bay- 
side, photography the essential experi- 
ence. Photography has democratized the 
role the seer, and the camera has given 
the power communication with God 
everyone. 

crowds attending vigils grew, the 
neighborhood around Saint 
Church became openly hostile Veron- 
ica and her followers. Pilgrims camped 
neighborhood lawns and the grassy 
median strip 56th Avenue, begged 
use bathrooms, asked for glasses 
water, pleaded use telephones, littered 
the neighborhood with religious tracts 
and Polaroid film wrappers, parked hun- 
dreds cars and buses neighborhood 
streets, and chanted the rosary late into 
the night. response complaints, the 
priests Saint removed the 
statue the Virgin from the corner. 
They asked Veronica attent meeting 
arrange another place for the appari- 
tions. Veronica stood front the 
church, trying decide whether at- 
tend, follower took photograph and 
the picture was handed over her. Writ- 
ten the upper right corner was the 
word Mary had communicated 
with Veronica and given her the direc- 
tion she needed. Veronica attended the 
meeting, but agreement could 
reached. She insisted that the Virgin had 
chosen the corner her sacred place and 
that until Mary said otherwise the ap- 
paritions had remain where they were. 

The vigils continued the corner. 
Neighborhood kids began throwing eggs 
the pilgrims, slashed the tires their 
cars, and fired sling-shots into the crowd. 
The pilgrims maintain that the priests 
smashed the statue Mary pieces 
the basement the church. The pil- 
grims claimed that not only were eggs and 
stones hurled them, but rifle shots were 
fired Veronica.
